Romulus High student, 

14, dies in car crash

Hundreds of area residents 
turned out Saturday to mourn 
the death of Laura Marie Vaz¬ 
quez, 14, a Romulus High 
School freshman student, who 
was killed in a snow related 
car crash on Eureka Road in 
Romulus early Wednesday 
evening. 

According to Romulus Po¬ 
lice Executive Lt. Eric Painter 
the victim was fatally injured, 
while traveling in a car oper¬ 
ated by a 16-year-old Romulus 
resident. 

Miss Vazquez earlier at¬ 
tended St. Aloysius School. 

Painter said the car was 
traveling west bound on Eu¬ 
reka Road (about a half mile 
west of Merriman) at 7:45 p.m. 
Wednesday, when the driver of 
the vehicle tried to pass an¬ 
other west bound vehicle. 

Realizing they could not 
pass the vehicle safely, the 
driver attempted to pull back 
into their lane, Painter said. 

In the process, Painter said, 
the driver lost control of the 
car on the snow covered 
streets and slid sideways into

the path of an east bound vehi¬ 
cle. 

The Romulus vehicle then 
was struck on the passenger 
side by a car driven by a 36- 
year-old Taylor driver. 

The Fire Department was 
called and the Jaws of Life 
were used to extricate the vic¬ 
tims. 

Both drivers were treated 
for injuries at Annapolis Hos¬ 
pital in Wayne. 

The investigation con¬ 


ducted by Traffic Officers 
Terry Balewski and Cliff West 
is being referred to the Wayne 
County Prosecutor’s Office for 
review.

The funeral for Miss Vaz¬ 
quez was held Saturday morn¬ 
ing at St. Aloysius Catholic 
Church under the direction of 
the Crane Funeral Home. The 
Rev. Jim Vedro of St. Aloysius 
Church officiated. Interment 
was in Woodmere Cemetery, 
Detroit. 

Miss Vazquez, daughter of 
Cindy (Nicholas Curry) Vaz¬ 
quez of Romulus and Sargia 
(Terry) Vazquez of Lincoln 
Park, was born Oct. 10, 1985 in 
Royal Oak. 

She was a member of St. 
Aloysius Church of Romulus. 

She also is survived by six 
siblings, Nicholas and Zachary 
Curry of Romulus, Shannon 
Curry of Jacksonville, Fla., 
Victoria Vazquez and Sarah 
Baca of Lincoln Park, and 
Melissa Howell of Detroit; and 
her grandparents, William and 
Cynthia Lingner of Detroit and 
Juan and Maria Vazquez of Al¬ 
len Park.

Aloysius Church) praised Fa¬ 
ther Thomson’s recent efforts 
in hiking church ^membership 
rolls and starting plans on a 
building program. 

Father Thomson was born 
in Yonkers, N.Y. the son of

Alice Elizabeth (Fitzpatrick) 
Thomson and Edson Thomson 
Jr. 

He also is survived by two 
brothers, Robert and Ronald; 
one niece and one grand¬ 
niece. 

He earned his religious 
training at St. Frances College 
in Fort Wayne, Ind. and For- 
dham University in New York. 
He was awarded his doctorate 
with honors from Notre Dame 
in 1988. 

He was ordained as a priest 
on Sept. 6, 1978. 

In addition to his pastorate 
in Romulus, Father Thomson 
also currently was working as 
director of the Office of Lead¬ 
ership Formation in the Par¬ 
ish Life Department of 
Archdiocese of Detroit. 

Prior to Monday night’s 
meeting, Mayor William 
Oakley stated “Father Rick is 
already being missed at both 
St. Aloysius Church and the 
community at large. 

The priest had an appoint¬ 
ment with Oakley last week to 
discuss some planned physical 
changes at the church, but 
Oakley said Father Rick never 
arrived. 

It later was revealed the vet- * 
eran priest was bedded down 
with severe back problems — 
hours before he suffered his 
massive heart attack. 

Councilman William Wad¬ 
sworth stated “if has often 
been stated that God works in 
mysterious ways. The one 
thing that is sure - Father Rick 
is where he wants to be!” 

Councilwoman Debbie Ro- 
mak said Father Rick also was 
a great man to converse with. 
“He loved Irish music and now 
every time I hear 1 Danny Boy ’ 
sung, I will think of him.”

Dennis Liss of Romulus, for¬ 
mer Belleville resident and 
1981 Belleville High School 
graduate, was killed on Ecorse 
Road when his pickup truck 
crashed with a semi tractor- 
trailer last Wednesday night. 

According to Van Buren Po¬ 
lice reports, the truck driver, 
William Cooper, who drives for 
the <3hio company Falcon 
Trucking, was delivering steel 
coils to Pro Coil. 

Cooper said he exited from 
northbound 1-275 onto the 
Ecorse Road ramp, and 
stopped before turning left 
onto Ecorse. Cooper told po¬ 
lice all was clear before he 
proceeded into his turn. 


Services were held at the Stark 
Funeral Service-Moore 
Memorial Chapel in Ypsilanti. 

But before he completed 
the turn, 36-year-old Liss, driv¬ 
ing a Sonoma pickup truck eas- 
tbound on Ecorse, collided 
into the center of the trailer. 

Police were called at 10:48 
p.m. Liss was dead at the 
scene, and was taken by the 
Wayne County medical exam¬ 
iner’s office. 

The accident is still under 
investigation, and police could 
not release information about 
the cause of the crash, but 
could report that Cooper’s log

“The prayer petitioners re¬ 
main anonymous,” Swanger 
said, but based on their recent 
efforts it seems that “Ameri¬ 
cans still realize that prayer 
works.” 

Swanger said he and Hicks 
place a notebook on the table 
and simply ask people to write 
down their prayer request. 

“We then pray for them after 
they leave and repeat the 
prayer request at a church ser- 
vice the following day,” 
Swanger said. 

Some people simply note 
the phone number, while 
others stop and leave their 
prayer need, he said. 

“We had one man stop by 
with a small child. He cried as 
he told us his wife had just left 
him,” Swanger said. 

A woman passer-by also 
stopped and asked us to pra' ? 
for someone she had just vis¬ 
ited in a hospital, the pastor 
said. 

Many tell us they do not 
want a religious tract handed 
to them, a sermon or someone 

coming to their home. “All 
they want is someone to inter¬ 
cede for them with prayer,” 
Swanger said.

ROOT CANALS: NO NEED TO FEAR: 

Question: What exactly is a root canal? 

Answer: When a tooth has a cavity that gets too deep, or is injured, the nerves 
and blood vessels inside it may become infected or even die which can cause 
the tooth to ache. 

The treatment for a toothache is usually a root canal (if the tooth is savable) 
The dentist will use local anesthetic and you may also request nitrous oxide 
(laughing gas) to make the experience more relaxing. Once your tooth is 
numb, the dentist will open the tooth and use small instruments to brush out 
the infected tissue. Sometimes a medication is placed in the tooth and you are 
sent home to let the infection clear with antibiotics and/or pain medication. 
Once the roots are cleaned and shaped, a filling material is placed in them to 
seal the tooth off from further infection. The procedure is usually done with 
little or no discomfort.

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Ruler wielding teachers should 
be cherished, not admonished 


Pity present day school teachers. They don’t dare 
use any type of physical discipline for fear that some 
angry parent will turn on them. It wasn’t like 
that a few years ago. 

I remember my childhood teachers. In first grade, 
my teacher carried a ruler At that age it seemed so 
much like a yardstick You get out of hand, and whack 
she would administer a rap to the wrist My second 
grade teacher bad a fetish for ear pulling. If she did¬ 
n’t like your behavior, a good tug on the ear was uti¬ 
lized to light your actions. 

Pupils didn’t like either source of punishment 
They often complained to their parents, but I can’t 
ever remember either teacher being reprimanded 
for the use of physical punishment. In fact one 
teacher retired after teaching in the school system 
for forty years, and the other for thirty-five. They 
were viewed as damn good teachers, not criminals 

Later, in junior high and high school, I remember 
most of my teachers were proud of the custom pad¬ 
dles they liberally used to spank pupils they thought 
were out of order. The faculty often exchanged pad¬ 
dles as gifts, male and female. One teacher had a col¬ 
lection of paddles numbering in the hundreds. 

As students we didn’t think to complain after a 
good whack in the butt It was well-established prac¬ 
tice. In fact teachers with the largest paddles were 
admired, and even feared. Parents didn’t care, They 
appreciated the help in disciplining their out-of-con- 
trol teenagers. 

That’s why I don’t understand the present day. 
Michigan Cortimunity Newspapers has reported two 
incidences in the last month in which parents are 
seeking action against private schools because disci¬ 
pline was doled out in a manner that was disagree¬ 
able to aparent 

For instance last week, MCN reported that the 
Bethany Bible School in Belleville was absolved of 
all wrongdoing in an alleged child abuse case that 
went to the county prosecutor The teacher was ac¬ 
cused of putting tape (a common practice when I was 


growing up) on a 
child’s mouth in 
an attempt to 
keep him, quiet 
during a test Ad¬ 
ditionally, the 
teacher was ac¬ 
cused of hitting 
the pupil on the head with a pencil and pinching his 
shoulder. 

Even if all the accusations were true, who cares. 
Certainly the child didn’t He continued to laugh and 
disrupt the classroom, blurting out test answers and 
making funny noises through the tape. If this were to 
happen in my classroom, the pupil would be booted 
from school, or at the very least sent to the princi¬ 
pal’s office where further punishment would be ad¬ 
ministered. 

In the second case details are sketchy because the 
incident is still under investigation by Wayne police, 
but supposedly a ruler wielding nun allegedly 
whacked some of her students in the hand at St 
Mary’s Catholic School. 

Is this worthy of a police investigation? I always 
thought police were our protectors against the bad 
guys - thieves, rapists and murderers, not nuns. If a 
student is behaving improperly, teachers whether 
they be burly 300-pound males or petite nuns, ought 
to have the right to bring them back in line. 

Nowadays, there are many choices for our chil¬ 
dren. You can send them to private schools, or pub¬ 
lic. You can choose from dozens of day care facilities. 
As a parent, if you don’t like how your child is treated 
at one school, you can always take him to another. 
There is no need to involve the police, or attempt to 
discredit teachers and administers. Their job is al¬ 
ready a difficult one. Let them do it to the best of 
their abilities-and if you think it is necessary to in¬ 
sert your opinions and philosophies, maybe you 
should try home schooling. 



Romulus’ Christian community 
hit hard by 3 deaths in 4 days 


Three “untimely deaths” hit 
the Romulus Christian communi¬ 
ty last week - including two that 
will have an immediate impact on 
local church operations for 
months to come. 

The most stunning was the 
sudden death of 52-year-old Fa¬ 
ther Rick Thomson of St Aloysius 
Catholic Church of Romulus. The 
most common phrase heard was 
“he will be hard to replace.” 

While this phrase is too often 
used today by pundits - in Father 
Rick’s case it is only too true. 

Father Rick’s close friend for¬ 
mer Romulus City Councilman 
Noah “Pete” Bergeron - who ac¬ 
tually was with him shortly before 
he died - declared “Romulus lost 
not only a great person but a man 
who was not only a Catholic priest 
-but a man who was vitally inter¬ 
ested in the whole community he 
served.” 

Current City Councilman 
William Wadsworth said when Fla- 
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ther Rick arrived in Romulus sev¬ 
eral years ago, “he became the in¬ 
tegral part of the puzzle that was 
putting St Aloysius Church back 
together again.” 

Thus St. Aloysius Church 
members await anxiously for Car¬ 
dinal Adam Maida to answer that 
critical “who” questioa” 

• 

A similar question has arisen 
in the Community United 
Methodist Church - where mem¬ 
bers await a decision by Pastor 
William Kren - as to who will re¬ 
place their 49-year-old music di¬ 
rector Wesley Feezor. 

Mr. Feezor’s warm touch on 
the electronic keyboard inspired 


many lovers of classic Christian 
music. 

Mr. Feezor died Saturday after 
a brief illness. 

The church’s loss will be even 
deeper felt in coming 
weeks/months because there 
seems to be such a shortage today 
of qualified religious music direc¬ 
tors, who want to accept the week¬ 
ly challenge placed on them by lo¬ 
cal church congregations.

Meanwhile today’s youth also 
point to the sudden death of 14- 
year-old Laura Vazquez -- who 
was killed in a snow related traf¬ 
fic accident almost at the same 
minute that Fhther Rick was suc¬ 
cumbing to a massive heart at¬ 
tack. 

As youth we often think that 
we are invincible - and it takes 
tragic cases like Laura’s to re¬ 
mind us that our real mortality is

Home rule cities: an oxymoron? 


In the last several decades 
there has been a disturbing trend 
of concentrations of power in 
higher levels of government to the 
detriment of local control of is¬ 
sues impacting the residents of 
towns and cities. 

States are taking powers away 
from cities, the federal govern¬ 
ment is invading areas once re¬ 
served to the state and local gov¬ 
ernments, and the president and 
congress have even turned over 
control of some issues to “interna¬ 
tional” bodies such as NAFTA, 
the WTO and the United Nations. 

A case in point is the City of 
Romulus’s fight against location 
of a commercial hazardous waste 
deep injection well and process¬ 
ing facility in that city. The permit 
for the well itself has been issued 
by the federal Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA). A per¬ 
mit to operate the facility (in con¬ 
junction with the well) has been 
issued by the state Department of 
Environmental Quality (DEQ). 
The city is fighting the well on the 
grounds that it would be located 
in the wrong area of the city ac¬ 
cording to local zoning laws. 



The city has spent about one 
million dollars so far in litigatioa 
As matters stand at this writing, 
the State Court of Appeals has 
ruled that state law overrides lo¬ 
cal zoning in the matter. The is¬ 
sue will undoubtedly go to the 
State Supreme Court and possibly 
into federal court 

A bill passed by the State Leg¬ 
islature last year, and signed by 
Governor Engler, preempts local 
zoning ordinances with regard to 
agricultural property. Proponents 
claimed the bill would help pre¬ 
serve farm land and provide 
more uniform rules for farmers 
throughout the state. What it ap¬ 
pears to do, however, is open the 
door for large corporate farms to 
operate within city limits without 
any local control. 

The latest power grab from 
Lansing is H.R. 4777, introduced 


in the legislature last year, but not 
yet enacted into law. The bill 
would prohibit local ordinances 
on any subject matter covered by 
state or federal law unless those 
laws specifically allowed cities to 
legislate on that subject 

This would be a one hundred 
and eighty degree turnabout from 
the current situation where local 
ordinances can be passed that are 
more restrictive than state or fed¬ 
eral law as long as there is no con¬ 
flict with those laws or the state or 
federal law specifically prohibits 
local jurisdictioa 

This nation’s constitution 
clearly reserves powers not 
specifically delegated to the fed¬ 
eral government to the states and 
people respectively (Tenth 
Amendment to the Constitution). 
Where government action is justi¬ 
fied, it is best done at the lowest 
level of government where the 
people have the most influence. 

We are fast losing our ability to 
influence the laws that affect our 
daily living by state and federal 
laws giving power to faceless and 
unaccountable bureaucrats. 
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Brushing off government busybodies 


All of us have seen the stirring 
pictures of John McCain as a pris¬ 
oner of war in Vietnam. 

Reportedly McCain’s captors 
beat, tortured, and tormented him 
and other captured American 
warriors for military secrets. 

Yet, as long as he could, Mc¬ 
Cain only gave his name, rank, 
and serial number. 

Under international law, a 
prisoner need not give up any oth¬ 
er information. 

If only us civilians had the 
same protections during census 
time. 

With the 2000 census upon us, 
every government agency has 
been reminding us that the Unit¬ 
ed States Constitution mandates a 
census every 10 years to deter¬ 
mine how many seats each state 
will have in the US House of Rep¬ 
resentatives. 

True enough, but what busi¬ 
ness is that of any government 
agency except the Census Bureau 
and the House? 

None, according to the Consti¬ 
tution. 

But, according to government 
press releases, which apparently 
supersede the Constitution, the 
census has other uses: “Commu¬ 
nity leaders use it for everything 
from planning schools and build¬ 
ing roads to providing recreation¬ 
al opportunities and managing 
health-care services.” 

Therefore, according to the re¬ 
leases: 

Answering the census is impor¬ 
tant for your community. Census 
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numbers help local planner pick 
the best locations for schools, 
roads, hospitals, clinics, libraries, 
day-care and senior citizen cen¬ 
ters, playgrounds, bus routes, job 
training programs and much 
more. Every year, over $100 bil¬ 
lion in federal funding and even 
more in state funds are awarded 
to localities based on census num¬ 
bers. 

Answering the census creates 
jobs and ensures the delivery of 
goods and services. Businesses 
use census numbers to locate su¬ 
permarkets and shopping centers, 
new housing, new factories and 
offices and facilities like movie 
theaters and restaurants. 

Answering can save your life. An 
exaggeration? Not at all! When 
Hurricane Andrew hit South 
Florida in 1991, Census Bureau 
officials were able to aid the res¬ 
cue effort by providing estimates 
of the total number of people in 
each block. 

Despite all the progressive 
things advanced by the census, 
when I want to find out informa¬ 
tion about the effect of these pro¬ 
gressive government policies en¬ 
abled by the census, they’re 
nowhere to be found. 

For years I’ve been trying to 
find out how free, healthy, 


wealthy, and wise we are in rela¬ 
tionship to other countries with 
less progressive governments and 
school systems. 

While a lot of this information 
is available from the UN or other 
international agencies, the US 
Census is useless. For example, 
try finding out how many people 
work for the government and 
schools or in government-con- 
trolled industries. Try finding fig¬ 
ures on per-capita income after 
taxes and government fees have 
been deducted. 

You won’t find this information 
in the census data 

While I can only speculate why 
the census slants information for 
government uses and against citi¬ 
zen uses, I can tell you what the 
result of that bias: Americans re¬ 
main unaware that many so- 
called socialist countries employ 
less government workers than we 
do. In other words, under our pro¬ 
gressive policies, government is 
silently replacing much of private 
sector, stifling the economic op¬ 
portunities that once made Amer¬ 
ican citizens the richest in the 
world. 

Since the purpose of the cen¬ 
sus has been perverted from ap¬ 
portioning the House to providing 
taxpayer-financed information to 
government busybodies and Fbr- 
tune 500 firms too cheap to do 
their own demographic research, 
I don’t plan to give the census tak¬ 
er any more information than my 
name, number, and serial num¬

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Cole keeps Romuius 6 li©ll s 


Eagles end Belleville’s 
8-game winning streak 


Romulus remained the hot¬ 
test hoop team in the Mega 
Conference, Red Division cir¬ 
cuit last week thanks to super¬ 
lative individual effort by 
senior guard Bryon Cole. 

Cole pumped in a career- 
high 32 points, connecting on 
six treys, to play a crucial role 
in ending Belleville’s eight- 
game winning streak, 69-59, 
Friday night. 

It was a game that both Ro¬ 
mulus coach Guy DelGiudice 
and Belleville’s Rod Fisher la¬ 
beled as a “must-game ,, for 
both teams. 

The Romulus victory, its 
eighth in nine start, coupled by 
the Tigers’ first loss, created a 
two-way tie for first place in 
the Mega Red as the week be¬ 
gan. 

Romulus was scheduled to 
play Ypsilanti Willow Run 
Tuesday night, a team that also 
has designs on the divisional 
title. Although they have three 
divisional losses, the Flyers 
still have an outside shot at the 
championship. 

Rouge and Ypsilanti, each 
with two losses, are seated sec¬ 
ond, and are very much alive 


in the title race. 

“We had to win this one,” 
said DelGiudice, referring to 
the Belleville game. “We were 
one back at the time, and a loss 
(to Belleville) would have put 
us two games out of first. 

“Although there was a pos¬ 
sibly we still could have made 
it, it would have been an im¬ 
probable situation. Now, all 
the frontrunners in this league 
find themselves up against a 
wall. No one can afford to lose 
another game. We have Willow 
Run coming up. Believe me, it 
isn’t going to be easy.” 

Romulus regained control 
of its destiny Friday night at 
Belleville before a large crowd 
that brushed aside the snow 
and near zero cold to be a part 
of the game. 

Unlike their outing against 
Ypsi on Tuesday when they 
didn't seem to be able to hold 
on to the ball or make a shot in 
the early goings, Romulus got 
down to business against the 
host Friday night and grabbed 
a 15-10 lead that they would 
not relinquish. 

Cole pumped in four succes¬ 
sive three-pointers to spark an 
Eagle rally in the second pe¬ 
riod, but the Tigers refused to 
cave in. 


“It was close right down to 
the final whistle,” DelGiudice 
said. “Bryon came up with 
some key baskets, especially in 
the second quarter which help 
us maintain the lead. And we 
got some excellent perfor¬ 
mances from Solomon (Deon) 
and (Ray) Moss that were cru¬ 
cial.” 

Cole later said that Be¬ 
lleville’s strategy to assign 
Kevin Harrison, the Tigers’ 
premier guard, to Kevin 
Thomas, Romulus’ prolific 
scorer, gave him a unique op¬ 
portunity. 

The 6-4 senior forward cap¬ 
italized on the opportunity as 
he connected on all six of his 
three-pointers, four of those in 
a heated and closely contested 
second quarter. 

Both teams managed to put 
18 points on the scoreboard in 
the second eight minutes, leav¬ 
ing the Eagles with a five- 
point, 33-28, lead at the half¬ 
way mark. 

Romulus outscored its hosts 
18-17 in the third and 18-14 in 
the fourth quarter as the previ- 
ously undefeated Tigers 
turned in an atypical second 
half. Belleville hit a meager

A new 100-foot aerial plat¬ 
form fire truck that can pump 
2,000 gallons of water per min¬ 
ute has been added to the Ro- 
mulus Fire Department’s 
defense system for local ho¬ 
tels, senior citizen high rises 
and commercial buildings. 

The new 21st Century fire 
apparatus was first displayed 
on Tuesday outside the Ro¬ 
mulus Towers, adjacent to the 
city’s Senior Citizen Center. 

Fire Chief David Allison 
said that the new $740,000 unit 
will take the place a 197@ 
model 55 foot ladder truck. 

The aerial platform truck 


that can hold up to four fire 
fighters and equipment will 
extend up to 100 feet. Due to 
some building designs that in¬ 
corporate a greenbelt besides 
the building with parking, Al¬ 
lison reported, the average 
height this unit can reach will 
be between 60 and 70 feet. 

The new truck comes com¬ 
pletely stocked with: dual 
monitors on the platform, self 
contained breathing air to the 
platform, on board generator, 
infrared camera, rescue winch 
and stokes basket (for rescues). 

Due to its new specialized 
vehicle status, Romulus Fire 
Department personnel as¬ 
signed to this unit will be re¬ 
quired to go through a three 


day training program with its 
manufacturer, Pierce Corp. of 
Appleton, Wis. as well as 
driver’s training. 

The new unit will be placed 
in service on March 1 and will 
be based at Fire Station No. 2 
at 7221 Middlebelt Road in the 
new bay addition. 

The home site for the aerial 
platform truck was chosen be¬ 
cause of its proximity to area 
hotels. 

Mayor William Oakley ad¬ 
mitted the city saved funds for 
a number of years to purchase 
this major rescue unit that is 
equipped to pluck stranded 
residents off rooftops, outdoor 
porches or even out of open 
windows in the event of a ma¬ 
jor fires in tall buildings.

Teamsters fight whisky firm for one last drink 


Michigan’s Economic Develop¬ 
ment Corporation, the star of Gov. 
John Engler’s tenure, granted the 
British conglomerate Diageo PLC 
a 12-year tax abatement starting 
in 1997 as incentive to expand its 
Allen Park, Michigan plant and to 
add new jobs. Why? Because the 
plant had a 33-year history of 350 
high performance employees pro¬ 
ducing Smirnoff and Popov Vod¬ 
ka, Heublein and Arrow Cordials 
and importing and bottling Mc- 
Master’s Scotch and Canadian 
Whiskeys. 

Earlier this year, the London- 
based company revealed its dou¬ 
ble cross. 

After Diageo first disclosed 
that Teamsters Union employees 
in the expanded suburban Detroit 
plant had set the highest produc¬ 
tion records of all eight North 
American production facilities of 
its United Distillers & Vintners 
(UDV) division, the foreign owner¬ 
ship announced the Allen Park 
plant would be shut down and 
dismantled by May 2000 because 
of “excess capacity”. 

The Allen Park plant has 13 
bottling lines producing 13 mil¬ 
lion cases. Diageo/UDV has 1,100 
employees producing 27 million 
cases annually in the USA and 
Canada 

The entire urban workforce in 
Allen Park will be terminated. 
Most equipment and production 
will be shifted to a rural Plain- 
view, Illinois plant that currently 
has only five bottling lines with 
annual volume of three million 
cases. Expansion is planned into 
adjoining farmland. Another seg¬ 
ment of Allen Park production 
will be partitioned off to a Dia¬ 
geo/UDV plant in Toronto, Cana¬ 
da under NAFTA provisions. 

“I believe the main reason the 
British want to close our 
Smirnoff/Heublein plant is to 
grab $50 million from the over- 
funded pension fund of terminat¬ 
ed Allen Park employees,” stated 
Steve Hicks, president. Teamsters 
Local Union No. 283, phone (734) 
282-8850, which represents em¬ 
ployees at the I-94/Oakwood Blvd. 
plant with the familiar Heublein 
sign on the front 

“Foreign management thinks it 
has no obligation to dedicated 
Michigan workers - half of whom 
have worked in the Allen Park 
plant for more than 20 years and 
are still under 50 years of age,” 
Hicks noted. 

Diageo is further abusing its 
foreign ownership of the Allen 
Park plant by throwing 350 exem¬ 
plary production and clerical em¬ 
ployees out on the street with no 
hope for similar employment with 
another company. According to 
Jackie Stewart, director, Michigan 
Liquor Control Commission, the

Smirnoff/Heublein plant is the 
last distiller and bottler of spirits 
in the State of Michigan. 

Teamsters Local 283 is part of 
Teamsters Joint Council 43 head¬ 
quartered in downtown Detroit 
Larry Brennan is president (313) 
965-9833. James P Hoffa, new 
president of the International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters, has 
visited the Allen Park plant and 
talked with his members, man¬ 
agement and concerned City of 
Allen Park officials. 

“Taxes not abated to enhance 
the profitability of the British con¬ 
glomerate still amount to serious 
budget money paid Allen Park 
and the State of Michigan annual¬ 
ly,” reports Levon King, Mayor of 
Allen Park, (313) 928-1400. “Dia¬ 
geo/UDV now wants to simply 
give back the tax breaks we gave 
them starting in 1997 and skip out 
of town. We don’t think that 
demonstrates conscientious cor¬ 
porate responsibility after 33 
years of being good neighbors,” 
King said today. 

Doyle O’Connor, attorney for 
Teamsters Local 283, phone (313) 
962-3738, has requested that the 
National Labor Relations Board 
(NLRB) seek a “10® Injunction” 
in federal court prohibiting Dia¬ 
geo/UDV from shutting down the 
Allen Park plant to replace fairly 
negotiated seniority labor and 
health care costs with new hires 
in rural Illinois. There is prece¬ 
dence for requiring employers to 
reinstate production even after 
closing a plant if they are found 
guilty of violating federal labor 
laws. 

Bill McMaster, 61, president of 
McMaster Marketing & PR in 
Birmingham, Michigan, has been 
working with Teamsters to keep 
the plant open because his father, 
Tom McMaster, built the state-of- 
the-art plant in 1965 and moved 
McMaster Import Co. and Arrow 
Liqueurs Corp. from Detroit to 
Allen Park. It became the main 
global distiller and bottler of 
Smirnoff Vodka. Imported Mc- 
Master’s Scotch Whiskey from 
Scotland, and McMaster’s Canadi¬ 
an Whiskey from Canada, are still 


being bottled at the Allen Park 
plant but not for much longer. 

“My father, who died in 1978 af¬ 
ter serving as president and prin¬ 
ciple shareholder of Arrow for 35 
years, and founded McMaster Im¬ 
port Co. in 1962, sold his compa¬ 
nies and brands to Heublein, Inc. 
of Hartford, Conn, in 1964” Mc¬ 
Master recalled today. 

Tom McMaster continued to di¬ 
rect operations at the Allen Park 
plant until he retired in 1968 as 
senior vice president of Heublein, 
Inc. worldwide and a member of 
the boaixl of directors. 

To raise capital for acquisi¬ 
tions in recent years, Diageo/ 
UDV, which acquired Heublein 
from R.J. Reynolds, Inc., has been 
selling off brands. McMaster’s 
Scotch, McMaster’s Canadian, 
and Arrow cordial brands were 
sold earlier this year and are now 
being marketed by Canandaigua 
Brands, Inc. (NYSE symbol CDB) 
of Canandaigua, New York. 

“What is significant is the fact 
that several employees in the 
Allen Park plant today worked for 
my father and can still verify his 
commitment to ’lifetime employ¬ 
ment’ for all of his production and 
clerical employees,” McMaster 
said. “He made sure that policy 
was included in his Agreement 
when he sold to Heublein. And 
’lifetime employment’ was contin¬ 
ued in the written 1981 Employ¬ 
ment Contracts signed with 125 
Heublein employees at Allen 
Park.” 

“Diageo/United Distillers & 
Vintners brags it is ’the world’s 
leading and most profitable spir¬ 
its and wines company marketing 
over 100 brands of spirits includ¬ 
ing Smirnoff, Johnnie Walker, J & 
B, Jose Cuervo, Yukon Jack, 
Gilbey, Gordons, Booth’s, and Bai¬ 
ley’s to customers in 200 coun¬ 
tries’, but that is no excuse to ex¬ 
ploit workers in Michigan who 
have both historic and moral 
rights to be treated fairly,” Mc¬ 
Master concluded. 

In another Scrooge move, tran¬ 
sient Diageo/UDV management at 
the Allen Park plant has notified 
Steve Hicks at Teamsters Local 


283 that the company will termi¬ 
nate another 50 employees on 
January 4 after they diligently 
worked the last four months pro¬ 
ducing enough Smirnoff Vodka in¬ 
ventory for the international 
Christmas and Millennium cele¬ 
brations. 

Michigan suppliers to the 
Allen Park plant are already be¬ 
ing impacted. Schmalback- Lube- 
ca Plastic Containers America is 
closing its plant in Novi in Janu¬ 
ary 2000 idling 95 employees be¬ 
cause “Smirnoff decided to shut 
down its distillery in Allen Park 
and shift production to Illinois”, 
according to the plastic container 
plant spokeswoman. The produc¬ 
tion in Novi will be shifted to a 
Schmalback-Lubeca plant near 
Chicago. The Novi plant’s em¬ 
ployees will be offered severance 
benefits and outplacement help.
